Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 19 was not fully incorporated into claim 17. Claim 19 requires the rigid arm to extend into at least one 
elastic layer of said plate. This limitation was omitted from the amendment, which presents claim 17 with a new scope that was not 
previously considered. Further consideration, and possibly further searching, will be necessary before a determination of claim 17's 
patentability can be rendered. Also, the rejection of claims 21 and 22 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, does not confuse enablement 
with a species election. These claims have a problem with enablement. The disclosure does not support Applicant's contention that the 
species of Figure 5 is generic to the species of Figures 6-8. Rather, the disclosure suggests that the species are distinct with no 
suggestion that their various features may be interchanged. For example, the species of Figure 5 uses arms 50 while the species of 
Figure 7 uses arms 71 , 72, 73, and 74. Arms 50 of Figure 5 and arms 71 , 72, 73, and 74 of Figure 7 are configured differently and the 
disclosure does not suggest that they may be used together or interchangeably . 
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
